SUBJECT: Proposed Final Wording Changes on the East-West 
Policy Study 


1. Of. the nine final textual changes proposed for the East-West 
Policy Study,, I have a problem with only one which appears in the two ILLEGIB 
places tabbed in the attached study. Specifically, the point of the 
original wording was to stress the need to use our participation in the 
arms control process to demonstrate US commitment to arms control for 
the benefit of our alliance relationship. The revised version now 
proposed obfuscates this point beyond recognition. While this is a 
policy matter on which we are not ina position to "non-concur," it does 
seem to me worth pointing out our concerns to Phil Kaplan, the State 
coordinator on the paper. 


2. If you wish, I will be happy to alert Phil to the problem.
